The local recruiting office recelved
word last Friday that Arlo W, Fuller,
of Harrisburg, Nebr., who enlisted in
Alllance bn Decld th, had been ar-
rested by the sheriff at Kimball, Neb.
The young man is placed under a ser-
fous charge, that of desertion. The
penalty of which under war condi-
tions Is either imprigsonment or death
by the firing squed. 'The punish-
mont will be determined by a court-
martial.

Fuller was sent from Alllianece to
Fort Logan, Colorado, whore he re-!
mained until January 18, whon he
Jeft the camp. It is not known what
reasons the young man had for leav-
ing, but it is thought that homesick-
neses got the best of his better judge-
mont, impelling him to take a vaca-
tlon. The fact that he was ecaught
near home will probably cause him
to be removed from the extreme pen-
alty.

Sergeant Scott was notified of the
desertion the first of the week. He
immediately got busy and It ia due to
his efforts that the recruit was oo
quickly caught. His opinlon Is that
Fuller is not responsible to a  great
degroe for his Iindiscretion and that
the military authoritles would be
lenient with the young man.
